Ignores Citizens’ Petition 3 


Take Land by Eminent 
Domain Despite Petition 


In a vain attempt to impede progress of the local Veterans’ Housing 
Authority, approximately seventy-five Wilmington residents have ap- 
pended their signatures to a petition protesting the development of a 
low rent housing project completely financed by the State for the ex- 

ilmington veterans. Despite the belated appearance of 
this petition the Wilmington Housing Authority recently decided to 
take by right of eminent domain two plots of land on Woburn and on 


clusive use of 


Wildwood Streets to facilitate the 
family dwellings. 

Wilmington’s Housing Authority 
should be highly praised for ignor- 
ing this pressure group's petition 
and strictly adhering to the man- 
date of the, voters that was given 
to them, at last March's Annual 
Town Meeting, - particularly in 
view of the fact that certain po- 
litically important individuals are 
reported to be in support of this 
petition’s objectives. With ‘33 appli- 
cations already received for the 
score or more units to be developed 
on the two sites, and with suffic- 
iently high prices being offered for 
the land, it is hard to conceive why 
any property owner in Wilmington 
would protect a measure that is 
sure to provide suitable homes for 
local veterans at no added cost to 
the Town, * 

A sum of more than $200,000 
dollars already has-been allocated to 
Wilmington this development 
and it should be considered extrem- 
ely foolish to forego this oppor- 
tunity by piling delay upon delay. 
Even with complete cooperation of 
everyone involved, it is quite prob- 
able that actual construction shall 
not be started until some time early 
next year. The report that certain 
department heads are personally op- 
posed to this project should have no 
bearing on this matter in view of the 
isguided advise they have given 
it the past regarding Wilmington's 
use of State and Federal funds. 

This is particularly true at this 
time when local boys are being 
reported on Korean casualty lists. 
These and other veterans who have 
sacrificed so much for all of us 
should not be denied locally the 
rights that are freely provided. vet- 
erans elsewhere. It can not be 
true that pasture lands and hay 
fields aré more important to Wil- 
mington's economy than the welfare 
of veterans, who any time in the 
near future, may be called back to 
the horrors of modern warfare 

They fought for ideals that were 
above petty motives.

A good part of you Wilmington folks are ready and willing to 
accept the new form of government that will be offered you shortly. We 
are referring to the Town Manager form of t. In all prob- 
ability you citizens will vote in favor of the new government, maybe 
to just try something different. Most of you are tired of being governed 
by persons who have to work at jobs other than their official ones for 
@ livelihood. It stands to reason that no person can do two jobs at the 
same time and not neglect one of them. 


Recently a member of the Finance Committee #ashly ind that 
the Town Treasurer's job requires no more knowledge than that of an 
ordinary clerk. This same member also said that the Treasurer had 
“no decisions to make” and that the Treasurer's salary was sufficient! 


Our present Treasurer works many extra hours in addition to her 
regular 40 hour week. In her capacity as Town Treasurer, she handles 
and is responsible for hundreds of thousands of dollars. Her salary, 
most of you know, is a mere $2,000 a year. The present salary was re-| 
cently raised but still Mrs. Tilley will receive only $1900 this year. 


Surely this member of the Finance Committee cannot be very well 
versed on just who is a credit and a profit to the Town. Certainly | 
there are employees of the Town who deserve ‘such ‘a mud slinging 
treatment but not our Town Treasurer. Perhaps the ill advised mem- 
ber of the committee will make himself a man again and publicly apolo- 
gize to Mrs, Tilley, but we doubt it.

The voted that a certain amount 
of money be appropriated for the ‘and yet the firemen received 
wone of the back pay from January 1 to the March Town Meet One 
of the favorite points of the opponents of the retro-active pay is that 
the Department has exceeded their budget for this half of the year.| 
The Department will ask the citizens at the coming Special Town Meet- 
‘img to transfer funds so that they can operate for the rest of the year. 
Actions like this look pretty bad for the Fire Department. The truth 
is that when former Chief Barton submitted his 1950 budget before 
the Finance Committee they refused to recommend the Chief's re- 
quested raise for the fighting of forest fires and house fires. As usuat 
the committee set the budget at $1000 for house fires and $1000 for 
forest fires. 


Fire Chief Barton's request was proven to be correct by the fol- 
lowing figures; to date $2159.50 has been spent fighting fires. That is 
$159.50 greater than that set by the Finance Committee and the year 
is only half over, with the busy season for brush fires just ahead. 

Had Chief Barton's tions been followed, the Depart- 
ment would now be operating in the black instead of the red. The truth 
is that $2000 has been set aside for many years and in spite of the 
fmet that time and time again the Fire Department has had to ask for 
funds to be transferred so that they could finish out the year, the Finance 
Committee saw fit to disapprove Chief Barton's request for additional 
funds. 


These are only a few of the many things that have made the Wil- 
mington people willing to accept anything new. This is why we are 
fairly certain that the Town Manager will come. to Wilmington, some- 
thing is needed; we hope that he can do the job.

It was a healthy and well-founded reaction which will 
lead to correction of mistakes and weeding out of inept offi- 
cials. There are already encoufaging signs of improvement. 
John Osborne, Time and Life senior correspondent in the Pa- 
| cific, writes: “The American effort and the American soldier 
in Korea are magnificient. Doubtless we could and should have 
been better prepared. But .. . today we have in Korea more 
men_and more arms than we sent to the invasion of North 
Africa in November of 1942, eleven months after Péarl Har- 
bor,” 

Inte‘ligence reports received in Washington indicate that 
the evident military ability of this country to cope with the 
communists in Korea has impressed the countries of South- 
east Asia. Applications for communist party membership are 
dwindling and pictures of the communist leader Mao Tse- 
tung are disappearing from shop windows. Even more en- 
couraging is the opinion of authorities on the mystery of why 
| Russia has not moved into other areas while the United States 
| has its hands full in Korea, They point out that we have in 
readiness, prepared to strike with hait-trigger swiftness, a 
j fleet of more than 2,000 Air Force bombers able to carry 
atom bombs within a matter of hours to every city in’ Russia. 
And we have the bombs to do the job. If the opinion of these 
authorities is correct, this factor, plus an, industrial produc- 
tion potential of near astronomical proportions, has checked 
Russia’ for the ‘time being:

Another element of strength that is not fully appreciated 
is the growing efficiency and productive capacity of American 


ducing it in record quantities. The magazifle Country Gentle- 
man recently described what has been happening on the farm: 
“Ever since the end of World War II, the farmers have been 
turning out, year after year, nearly a fourth more than in the 
year of Pearl Harbor, and it’s hard to picture the peaks to 
which farm output might be pushed under necessity. Leading 
agricultural scientists now believe that the output of the farm 
plant of the United States could be doubled by putting to use 
all the production knowledge we now have... . 


“Significantly, the great upsurge in farm production dur- 
ing and since World War II came about with only a minor 
increase in acreage harvested . . .

Information for 


Veterans; Questions 
And Answers 


Q—I am a United States citizen, 
World War II veteran, afd I've 
been living in Canada since the 
war as a visitor resident. May I 
get a GI loan to buy a home in 
the United States? 

A—No. Under the law, actual 
residence in the Unjted States is a 
prerequisite to GI Bill benefits, in- 
cluding the loan guaranty benefit, 

Q—Is a serviceman on active duty 
eligible for VA hospital care, if he 
becomes ill while on furlough? 

A—Only if requested by military 
or naval authorities. Those agencies 
must pay VA at the reciprocal 
Government per diem rate for hos- 
pitalization, 

Q—I have completed training un- 
der Public Law 16, and was declared 
rehabilitated by VA. May I take 
additional training under the GI 
Bill? 


A—Yes, if you have entitlement 
remaining. 

Q—I am taking a correspondence 
course under the GI Bill that will 
tun sometime past the July 25, 1951 
date cut-off date for starting GI 
training. After I complete that 
course, may I go ahead and initiate 
another course — this time in the 
classroom — in the same general 
field? 

A—No. VA's regulations state 
that once the cut-off date has pass- 
ed and you ¢omplete a GI Bill 
course, you may not start another. 
Your correspondence course is con- 
sidered a separate course within it- 
self. 

Q—When I was discharged from 
the Navy, I was asked to sign a 
statement that my“disability existed 
prior to my enlistment. Will this 
prevent me from receiving disabil- 
ity compensation? 

A—No. Under the law, any state- 
ment is considered null and void. 
Iw adjudicating your claim for com- 
pensation, VA will determine wheth- 
er your disability was incurred in 
or aggravated by your military ser- 
vice om the basis of the evidence 
im your file, 

Q—I am drawing disability com- 
pensation, and I believe that my 
disability’ has increased in severity. 
What steps do I take to get an in- 
ctease im compensation? 

A—You must submit new medical 
evidence. This may be an adequate 
Statement from your doctor or a 
medical report of a recent period 
of hospitalization. 

Q+VA has notified me that my 
compensation is to be reduced in 
60 days. Is there any way I cam 
prevent this reduction? 

Q-VA has notified me that my 
compensation is SHRDLU o&ved 
A—You may submit additional 
evidence to show that the reduc- 
tion is not warranted. The evidence 
must reach VA before the expiration 
of the 60-day period. 

Q—I should like to appear per- 
somally before a VA rating board 
that is to rate my disability for 
compensation purposes. Will ‘VA 
pay my expenses? 

A—No. You must bear all the ex- 
penses, including travel both ways,

Hay fever in a mild form is 
not a serious although it 
may cause great discomfort and cut 
down on the sufferer’s sleep and 
his appetite. Severe hay fevere, al- 
lowed to go untreated, can lead to 
asthma, a chronic obstruction of 
the bronchial tubes which produces 
a hard cough and difficult breath- 
ing. 

Hay fever in the spring and sum- 
mer is due to pollen in the 
which comes from trees, grasses, 
and weeds. The hay fever prevalent 
from about the middle of August 
until the first frost is usually caused 
by ragweed pollen: 

Anyone who suspects he has or 
it getting hay fever should see his 
doctor, While there is no specific 
cure for hay fever, there are treat- 
ments which will make the sufferer 
more comfortable and help him 
ward off asthma and other respira~ 
tory illnesses to which hay fever 
might have made him susceptible 

The doctor will make a thorough 
study to find out what kind of pol- 
len is causing the trouble. Once it 
is known, he can advise the victim 
on avoiding it. He may also give 
injections of pollen extract to help 
ance to it.

Many communities are trying to 
stamp out the offending ragweed 
by spraying it with chemicals or 
cutting it down and burning it. 
Best results are obtained when 
weeds mature and are carried about 
by the wind.

ers by the Board of Selectmen.) 


Recognizing the need for improving 
in our effort to establish Wilmington 


conditions in our town’ and 
aS @ progressive community we 


have undertaken a program comprising the following projects 


1. Reclamation of swamp lands. 

2. Insect control of mosquitoes, 
flies, brown tail moths and elm tree 
disease 

3. Rat control, 

4, Sewerage system 


5, Extermination of ragweed, 
poison ivy, and other obnoxious 
weeds, 


To pursue this matter energeti- 
‘ally we have created a committee 
cages as our State and» Federal 
Aid Committee and have appointed 
Mr. Harold McKelvey as chairman, 
Considerable effort has been ex- 
pended in the direction of the va- 
rious State Departments, mainly for 
the purpose of obtaining engineer- 
ing surveys and recommendations 
for carrying out these projects. 

Below is a summary of our pro- 
gress to date: 

1, Reclamation of swamp lands :- 
We have corresponded and confer- 
red with Dr. Bertram S. Gerry, 
Sec. of the State Reclamation 
Board. We understand the State 
has no funds available for reclama- 
tion or investigation work and have 
been advised to discuss with our 
State Senator and Representatives 
the possibility of submitting a bill 
to the State Legislature to assist 
us in this matter, 

2. Insect Control of mosquitoes, 
brown tail moths, and elm tree di- 
sease:- This project is tied in with 
the drainage of swamp lands as well 
as the Department of Conservation, 
Insect Pest Control. A survey has 
been completed on this project by 
the Insect Pest Division under the 
direction of Mr. H. L. Ramsey, 
chief superintendent. We are now 
awaiting his report. 

3. Rat Control:- Correspondence 
and conferences have been held 
‘with Mr. Carl B. Henry, Assistant 
District Agent of the U.S. De- 

tment of the Interior, Fish and 

ildlife Service - Region 5, Branch 
of Predator and Rodent Control. 
Mr, Henry has completed his sur- 
vey of our town in relation to 
project and we are now awaiting 
his report. 

4, Sewerage System:- A general 
sanitation survey has been made 
by Mr. John Bellizior, Senior Sani- 
tary Engineer, under the direction 
of Mr. Clarence S. Sterling, Jr., 
Chief Sanitary Engineer and we 
are also awaiting his report. 

5. Extermination of ragweed, 
poison ivy, and other obnoxious 
weeds:- On this project we have 
corresponded with Dr, W. J. Pen- 
nell, District Health Officer, De- 
partment of Public Health, North- 
eastern District, who reports that 
there are no funds presently avail- 
able to the Department of Public 
Health for such a project nor per- 
sonnel available for the, survey. He

In addition to the above and sev- 
eral other matters of about equal 
importance, the very important and 
controversial subject of “Revalua- 
tion of the Town” is expected to be 
in the Warrant.

The real purpose of this letter is 
to notifv the members of your or- 
ganization of the approaching meet- 
ing and to impress upon you the 
extreme importance of attending 
in order to register your opinion 
on the all important issue of “Re- 
valuation.” 

We will appreciate. your reading 
this letter to your members and 
considering it a personal appeal 
to help us obtain a record number 
of townspeople to attend this meet- 
ing.

We wish to take this opportunity to express our appreciation for 
the courtesy you extended to Mr. Harold McKelvey, Chairman of éur 
State and Federal Aid Committee, during his recent visits to your 
office for the purpose of discussing the resurfacing of Main Street, 
Route 38, in Wilmington from the Woburn line to Church Street dnd 
the installation of a sidewalk and curb from the Woburn line to Lowell 
Street. 

The resurfacing is well underway and we want you to know that 
we, and the citizens of our town, appreciate your action and the prompt- 
ness with which you have undertaken this job. It is our understanding 
that you are giving further thought to the matter of sidewalks ané. 
curbing and will decide on this matter shortly. Needless to say your 
favorable decision will be appreciated by all of us. 

Mr. McKelvey also reports that you are investigating the need for 
eliminating the dangerous curve on Route 38 at the Wilmington-Wobura. 
line, We will be interested in learning of the results of your study and 
your thoughts in the matter. 

We would like also to take this opportunity to inquire as to the 
attention you plan to give to our request of April 17, and subsequent 
correspondence with the Department of Public Works, pertaining to the 
enlargement of the culvert under Route 38 just north ef Church Street.
